reference is good. Many of the full-page plates (twenty-four 
halftones, twenty-four colored) are useful, the twenty-four 
colored maps the ones most needed. Of the numerous text 
illustrations the majority are well chosen. An analytical in- 
dex (20p.) gives references to minor subjects that are dis- 
cussed or mentioned in the text under different headings; a 
synthetical index (30p.) groups under large subjects titles of 
all articles that fall under them. It fills the gap for an inex- 
pensive cyclopedia for the small library doing little reference 
work and for the reference library in grammar schools.
